Eban says he’ll produce 
records of his accounts 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
Abba Eban MK has undertaken to 
furnish the Treasury with the 
documentary'records of his bank ac- 
counts abroad durlngrecent years — 
including copies of contracts with his 
publishers. Sources close to Eban 
and Treasury sources said yesterday 
the former foreign minister had 
promised to supply this material as 
soon as possible. It is understood, 
though, that It will take a week or 
longer until all the material la in. 

Only then will the Treasury form a 
final opinion on whether Eban com- 
mitted an offence against the foreign 
currency regulations. The Treasury 
win then submit the entire Eban file, 
together with its opinion, . to 
Attorney-General Aharon Barak for 
his ruling. Barak will decldfe whether 
Eban is Innocent or whether there Is 
evidence to justify prosecution or an 
administrative fine. 

Eban insists that he received a 
permit 10 years ago to hold currency 
abroad, far use In connection with 
Us literary activities — and there is 
strong independent evidence that he 
did indeed receive one, though 
neither he nor the Treasury can un- 
earth a copy of it today. / 

But the Treasury wishes, to ex- 
amine whether he kept within the 
terms of that permit over the years. 
IBs holdings abroad increased from 
$16,000 In 1907 to over $100,000 today. 

In Tel Aviv on Friday Eban urged 
fals Alignment colleagues to fight the 
efforts at "character assassination" 
which, he said, 'were being 'aimed at 
him. 

"A political movement with any 


measure of self-respect cannot just 
wash its hands of , or be Indifferent 
to, such phenomena of character 
assassination,’' he said at a meeting 
of the Alignment's Knesset can- 
didates. “If the- thirst for Innocent 
blood. Is not quelled, who knows what 
the end of our society will be?'* 

Eban hit but at unidentified 
Treasury officials who had been 
quoted by newsmen as saying he 
might be prosecuted. 

His books, he maintained, had 
earned Israel considerable amounts 
of foreign currency. Bat some 
money had had to be kept abroad in 
case he could not write some of the 
commissioned books and had to 
return the advances to his publisher. 

But Likud leader Slmha Ehrlich 
Masted Ebon at a dinner at the Bar 
Association a few hours later. 
Ehrlich said the Treasury had never 
permitted holding savings accounts 
abroad (as Eban apparently did). 

Ehrlich said that people who 
wanted to be ministers should be 
doubly careful to obey the law. He 
criticised Eban for “not even 
thinking" of quitting his party's 
Knesset list. 

Another Likud Liberal, Gideon 
Patt MK, last - night -accused the 
Alignment of deliberately slowing 
the Eban case out of political con- 
siderations. hi a cable to Justice 
Minister Halm Zadok, Patt said that 
Finance Minister Rablnowitz,.fala of-' 
ficiala and Eban himself' were 
deliberately holding up the flow of 
evidence on the case to Attorney- 
General Barak with a view to keep- 
ing him inactive until after the May 
17 elections. 


Eight-hour delay possible 
as El A1 resumes flights

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — Delays 
from one to eight hours in actual 
departure time are expected asElAl 
resumes regular flights this mor- 
ning, the El A1 spokesman said last 
night. 

Flights were cancelled over the 
weekend after the line maintenance 
crews "absented themselves'' from 
work on Friday afternoon following 
a breakdown in negotiations with 
management. 

Eleven outgoing flights, carrying a 
total of 1,700 passengers, are 
scheduled to leave today. Another 11 
incoming flights, carrying a similar 
number of passengers, are expected 
to arrive. The Johannesburg flight, 
which should have departed over the 
weekend, should leave this morning. 

According to the spokesman, ef- 
forts are being made to Inform all 
passengers scheduled to leave today 
of the actual departure time. 
Passengers are asked to check with 
El A1 before going to the airport. 
This includes passengers on 
tomorrow's flights. 

The resumption of flights is made 
possible by the decision of the works 
committee of the line maintenance 
crews to return to work at midnight 
last night. The committee made this 
decision after the Histadrut promis- 
ed to look "energetic ally" into the 
dispute. 

Most of the 3,600 outgoing 
passengers stranded In Israel .over 


the weekend and yesterday have 
already been shifted to foreign air- 
liners or flown abroad in planes 
chartered by El Al. The same holds 
true for most of the 3,900 Incoming 
passengers who were stranded 
abroad. 

Nevertheless, there were loud 
complaints from passengers of not 
being informed about the strike until 
they arrived at the airport. Others 
said that even if El Al found alter-- 
native flights for them, they had mis- 
sed their connecting flights in 
Europe, often to thd U.S., causing 
severe difficulties in* making flight 
arrangements,. At one point, the 
irate passengers were ready to 
storm El Al headquarters. 

El Al announced that it had lost 
between $600,000 to $700,000 each day 
of the two-day strike, and most im- 
portant, "our reputation has again 
been damaged," the spokesman 
said. 

The strikers are to have their pay 
docked for not working, according to 
a decision taken by the El Al board in 
consultation with Transport Minister 
Gad Ya’acobL 

•Ya’acobi last night warned that 
any further organised interruption of 
work will lead to a shutdown of the 
company until appropriate con- 
ditions for regular functioning are 
restored. 

The minister thereby confirmed 
the decision of El-ATs directors to

New M.E. war 
‘not imminent’ 
despite strong 
Assad threat

DAMASCUS- — President Hafez 
Assad's threat to launch a fifth Arab- 
Israeli war reflects his growing 
Irritation over the slow speed of 
progress towards a Middle East 
settlement. But the Syrian leader's 
patience la far from exhausted and 
he is unlikely to take the military op- 
tion for at least two years. 

-This is the consensus of views held 
by Syrian officials and Westerners 
here following a busy diplomatic 
period during which Assad conferred 
with Kremlin leaders in Moscow and 
received British Foreign Secretary 
David Owen, the sixth -European 
foreign minister to visit Syria this 
year. 

Assad made headlines in the world 
press when he proclaimed: "If a 
Geneva conference la not held and a 
just settlement Is not reached, and if 
Arab territory and the national 
rights of the Palestinian people are 
not restored, then Syria, Jordan, 
Egypt and all the Arab countries will 
seek without hesitating to achieve 
this by force." 

The Syrian president added: "Why 
should the Arabs be more 
enthusiastic about Geneva than 
Israel? Why should the Arabs be 
more enthusiastic about peace In the 
Middle East than Israel?" 

Assad's bellicose language con- 
trasted with the image of the cool- 
headed statesman he has been striv- 
ing to create since the Yom Klppur 
War. But It would be a mistake to 
read too much into this latest violent 
utterance. 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, 
King Hussein of Jordan and Israel 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon have 
all expressed their conflicting ap- 
preciations of prospects for peace 
during the past week or two. So it 
was logically Assad's turn to see that 
Syria gets an international hearing. 

Syria la certain to reaffirm Its In- 
tention to keep the peace by renew- 
i ing the mandate of the UN Demarca- 
tion Observer Force- (Uhdof) which 
comes up for renewal next month. 
However strong Assad's public 
language may be, he Is in no mood 
for brinkmanship. 

A senior Syrian official told me: 
"Renewal of the Undof mandate is 
purely a routine matter. We won't 
argue about It It is up to the UN to 
send us a request. We expect to 
receive this frozn Secretary-Genera) 
Kurt Waldheim a few days before 
the expiry date." 

But the same official warned it 
would be unwise to regard the 
presence of UN forces as a vaccina- 
tion against a new Middle East war. 
He said: "The 1967 war broke out 
regardless of the fact that UN troops 
were stationed in the area." 

He added: "Syria is not setting a 
deadline. But. there now exists a 
golden opport 'iiltj' f.i? 'Uad it 
won't Last forever. Oui patience will 
run out eventually if the Israelis do 
not respond. Kong Hussein of Jordan 
was right'on target recently when he 
said the Middle East is heading for 
catastrophe." 

The Syrians have no Illusions that 
Israel's general election in May 
could produce a change of heart 
.among their enemies. An aide close 
to Assad told me: "Metr, Rabin, 
Peres, it’s the same rag-bag. 
Whenever the government changes, 
policy stays the same. Rabin had a

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat last night revealed that 
spare parts and engines for his 
Soviet-made air force have been 
flowing in from Peking for some 
time now. He indicated that 
much of the Chinese aid was 
provided free of charge. He did 
not make clear whether he was 
also receiving Chinese- 
manufactured weapons. 

In a May Day speech in Alexan- 
dria. Sadat reiterated the claim that 
the Soviets were still withholding 
arms supplies and he went on to imp- 
ly that he and the Kremlin leaders 
had now reached the most crucial 
phase in their relationship. 

He said that he would soon "draw 
'the appropriate conclusions’* from Ms 
relations with Moscow unless the 
Kremlin withdrew a recent 
memorandum charging Egypt with 
expansionist ambitions in neighbour- 
ing Libya, which has become a close 
Soviet ally. 

Launching a scathing attack on the 
Soviets, Sadat recalled that the 
Kremlin Itself was currently seeking 
to expand Into Africa beyond its 
penetration of Libya. Angola and 
Ethiopia, aa well aa its support of the 


Angolan invasion of Zaire. 

Sadat said that only yesterday 
morning he had decided to dispatch 
Egyptian pilots to Zaire to operate 
that country's entire air force and 
help it crush the Communist-backed 
invasion of the southern province of 
Shaba. 

The Egyptian leader said that, for 
the past two months, the Soviet 
Union had been mounting a hostile 
campaign against his regime — - in- 
side and outside Egypt. He did not 
elaborate, but said that the Soviets 
were still fighting "the war of May 
16, 1971" — when Sadat ousted all his 
Moscow-oriented aides, including 
the then Vice-President All Sabry. 
Sadat went on to blast the Soviet 
"state-controlled" media for referr- 
ing to last January's anti-tax riots as 
a “papular uprising," He asked; "Is 
burning buses, sabotaging railways, 
and looting markets to be considered 
a popular uprising?" He charged 
that the Soviets were plagued with a 
"blind grudge" against him. 

Sadat went out of his way to assure 
the Soviets that he fully Intends to re- 
main in. power, claiming that his 
regime was never more solid. 

The Egyptian leader boasted that 
his country’s ailing economy would 
as early as next Monday receive an 
Injection of $1.6b. from Arab oil-rich 


Oxford dictionary shows bias

LONDON. . — The Oxford University Press hm admitted to bowing to Arab 
pressure by removing all reference to Israel in the "Jerusalem" entry in its 
forthcoming edition of the concise Oxford dictionary. It also amended the 
•* 'Palestine" entry to include references to the PLO and "guerrillas." 

An O.UJ-*. spokeswoman confirmed the changes had been Introduced In 
order "to avoid any political connotations." 

The present entry defines Jerusalem as "in Israel, the Holy City of 
Christians, Jews and Moslems." 

The new entry will be "Jerusalem — west of the River Jordan." 

The spokeswoman said, “after all, its future is In doubt isn't It?" Size did not 
agree that by Introducing this change the O.UJ. was taking sides and com- 
mitted a political act. 

Another change In the forthcoming edition of the dictionary will be to omit 
the current definition of Palestinian — "person seeking to displace Israelis 
from Palestine.” 

The spokeswoman confirmed that the changes followed representations 
made by the Arab lobbyist "Council for the Advancement of Arab-Britlsh 
Understanding. ’’ 


PLO rejects Sarkis demand 
to limit its forces in camps

Lebanese marriage will live forever, 
and be consolidated by the blood of 
Junblatt and Ms comrades."

Co-production 
plan may leave 
out Israel

WASHINGTON. — The Carter Ad- 
ministration is reportedly con- 
sidering a proposal that would limit 
the foreign co-production of U.S. 
weapons systems to America’s Nato 
allies, phis' Japan, Australia and 
New Zealand. 

According to congressional 
sources, this was disclosed by 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance to a 
closed-door session of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee last 
week. 

Vance met with the committee to 
outline the Administration's thinking 
on a new arms -sales policy. Presi- 
dent Carter is expected to make that 
policy known later this month, and 
the Vance hearing was supposed to 
be part of the Administration's con- 
sultative process with Congress. 

One senator present during the two 
hour session was said to have aaked 
Vance to include Israel among those 
countries allowed to win co- 
production agreements with the DA 
But Vance's reply was non-commit- 
tal. 

Israel has been anxiously awaiting 
the Administration’s reply on its re- 
quest to co-produce the F-ifl fighter 
to Israel. It is, however, believed un- 
likely that the Administration will 
offer Israel a positive reply, 
although it will meet the Ford Ad- 
ministration's pledge to sell Israel 
290 of the advanced aircraft. 

(The JemsalemlPost reported last 
week that Israel would be offered a 
maximum of five-per-cent co- 
production on the F-16.) 

Congressional sources said that 
another proposal contained In the 
Administration's revised arms 
policy, which wUl he included in the 
so-called policy review memoran- 
dum, is to place an overall celling on 
U.S. foreign arms sales. Vance told 
the committee that this was und er 
consideration, but he declined to say 
whether the President will definitely 
inelude such a ceiling. 

Many Congressmen have opposed 
a unilateral U.S. arms reduction, 
convinced that the Soviets would 
take advantage of America's reduc- 
ed Bales to fill the vacuum, to addi- 
tion, those countries which, like 
Israel, rely solely on U.S. weapons 
would suffer because their adver- 
saries have alternative sources, in- 
cluding France and foe Soviet Union. 

Administration officials maintain 
that despite the new arms -sales 
policy, the U.S. will continue to meet 
Its commitment to Israel's security 
by providing It with the aims needed 
to maintain the Arab-Israeli arms 
balance.

Uranium for 30 bombs said 'diverted* to Dimona

WASHINGTON. — A report that 
Israel obtained 220 tons ot uranium 
that disappeared from a freighter on 
the high seas Is to be Investigated by 
the U.S. Senate Intelligence Com- 
mittee. The incident, which alleged- 
ly occurred nine years ago, was 
reported on Friday by two promi- 
nent newspapers and related in- 
dependently by a U.S. official to a 
conference in Austria. 

According to the reports, the 
uranium is probably being used to 
fuel the nuclear power plant near 
Dimona that produces enough 
plutonium each year to build a bomb 
of the size dropped on Nagasaki. The. 
230 tons could run the Dimona plant 
ftp 20 years and produce 30 nuclear 
pons, the reports said. 



U.S. officials have refused to dis- 
cuss the reports. 

The “Los Angeles Times" and the 
"New York Times.” published 
reports about the 1968 uranium tod- 
dent on Friday. 

And to Salzburg, Austria, a former 
Senate aide quoted authoritative 
sources as the basis for his version of 
the story, which he related to a 
meeting of nuclear energy critics. 

Paul Leventhal, former Counsel to 
the Senate Government Operations 
(now governmental affairs) Com- 
mittee, which handles legislation 
dealing with the spread of nuclear 
weapons, said the German-registry 
ship and Its cargo disappeared to the 
Mediterranean while en route from 
Belgium to Italy. 

A few weeks later, "It reappeared 
with a new name, new registry, a 
new crew hut no uranium," 
Leventhal said. "It is assumed that 
it. was unloaded to Israel-" 

Leventhal said he made the dis- 
closure to nuclear-power opponents 
in' an effort to show the need for 
greater safeg uard s in the handling of 
'nuclear materials.. "The importaui 
thing Is not the country that got it, 
but that nuclear material could be 
stolen," he said. 


An official spokesman in 
Washington said the Israel Embassy 
had no knowledge of the reported in- 
cident. 

The "Los Angeles Times" said the 
shipment had originated to West 
Germany and was carried on a West 
German ship. The newspaper quoted 
a U.S. official as saying there is no 
doubt the uranium was stolen, and 
that the theft was the largest since 
the advent of the atomic age. 

The “New York Times," quoting a 
CIA official, said the ship was bound 
from Antwerp to Genoa after a stop 
in 'Rotterdam. H 

But an ABC News report quoted 
diplomatic authorities as saying the 
uranluhi actually originated in South 
Africa and was not hijacked at all. In 
fact, it sold, the mineral "was 
carefully moved from the German 
ship at nlght...with the acquiescence 
of several governments — but not 
the United States, which learned of it 
later." 

The 200-ton shipment was enough 
to . cover Israel’s nuclear fuel re- 
quirements for 20 years, Leventhal 
said. “It Is assumed that Israel has , 
< the materials to make nuclear 
weapons. That is a® surprise, 1 ' he 
said. 


Now, however. Industrial coun- 
tries including Israel, the U.S., Bri- 
tain and France are engaged in ad- 
vanced research "which will to a 
very short time make natural and 
low-enriched uranium highly sen- 
sitive fuels." he said. 

The research is aimed at conver- 
ting low-grade uranium — not at pre- 
sent considered sensitive — directly 
into weapons-grade fuel, he said. At 
present, it has to be burned to a reac- 
tor or undergo a complicated 
process known as enrichment, to 
which its fissionable U-236 Isotope 
content is increased, before it 
becomes dangerous. 

"Rumours persist that these 
technologies may to fact already 
have arrived but ore simply not yet 
disclosed. 

"If it is true that these materials 
will become potentially weapons- 
grade materials. It Is crucial that the 
International community focus on 
this problem today so that it does not 
have to do some fast catch-up work 
maybe Just two or three years from 
now," he said. 

Asked whether he is absolutely 
certain that the 1968 uranium ship- 
ment was re-directed to Israel, 


Leventhal said; "No. I only related 
what I heard from several different 
sources, all of them authoritative. 
My primary Information came from 
a non-U.S. source, but to each of the 
versions I heard Israel was the coun- 
try tjiat got it.” % 

Leventhal said his understanding 
is that the uranium was raw ore that 
had been milled into natural 
uranium concentrate — so called 
"yellow cake" — to Belgium. This 
type of uranium can be used to this 
state in the 26-megawatt Dimona 
research reactor which Israel 
bought from France to the late 1960s. 

Although Israel- is not known to 
have tested a nuclear weapon, many 
arms control analysts nevertheless 
consider it a de facto nuclear power, 
capable of assembling and deliver- 
ing atomic weapons in a matter of 
days or hours. 

The source of uranium fuel from 
which Israel makes its plutonium 
has remained a mystery. 

Unofficially, Jerusalem 
authorities say they obtain fuel for 
the Dimona reactor by extracting 
uranium as a byproduct of 
phosphate plants along the Dead 
Sea. 
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The French Minister of Culture and 
the Environment, Michel d’Ornano, 
yesterday called an Acting Premier 
Shimon Peres In Jerusalem.

U.S. stymied 
by Hussein’s 
rift with Sadat

WASHINGTON. — Following the 
visit here last week by Jordanian 
King Hussein, President Carter and 
top U.S. officials are said to be more 
confused. American sources, in 
making this known yesterday, said 
that Hussein and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, who was In 
Washington early lest month, do not 
appear to have reached agreement 
between themselves regarding the 
Important question of Palestinian 
representation at Geneva and other 
critical aspects of tbe problem. 

The Americans maintain that the 
Arab states must first reach some 
sort of consensus on the Palestinian 
question before the U.S. can move to 
reconvene the Geneva conference. 

They therefore seem much less 
certain about the next course of ac- 
tion — and It la this uncertainty that 
is said here to have led to Carter's 
relatively pessimistic remarks last 
week. Carter said that It would be 
better not to convene the Geneva 
conference at all, unless there were 
good chances for success. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
briefed Israel Ambassador Simcba 
Dinltz for some 40 minutes on Friday 
on the Hussein talks here. 

According to Informed sources 
here, Hussein demonstrated con- 
siderably more readiness to resume 
the negotiating responsibility over 
the West Bank during his private 
with Carter than he did in his 
public statements last week. Tbe 
sources said that Hussein la very 
determined to ensure his country's 
security by making certain that 
“friendly" forces will control the 
West Bank. 

Meanwhile, ABC News cancelled 
Hussein's appearance on the I 
nationally televised "Issues and 
Answers" yesterday because 
network news executives felt that he 
had already said as much as he was 
going to say. 

Russian bid for 
bases in Syria 
said rejected

WASHINGTON. — The Soviet Union 
asked Syria to provide it with 
military “facilities' ’ but the request 
was refused. "The Washington 
Post” reports. 

Quoting a source present at Syrian 
President Assad's talks with Soviet 
leaders in Moscow last week, the 
newspaper said In a dispatch from 
Damascus that while the Russians 
did not use the word “bases" in their 
l request, the Intent was obvious - 
‘They wanted to establish military 
• bases on our soil," he said. 

The source also said that the 
Soviets had wanted Assad to come to 
Moscow after he meets with Presi- 
dent Carter in Geneva on May 9. feel- 
ing Assad might be easier to 
de&l with if be failed to achieve any 
gains b^the Carter talks. But Assad- 
wanted to go to Moscow first. 

The report went on to note that, 
despite the Syrian refusal, tbe Assad 
visit to Moscow was seen by 
observers In Damascus as “basical- 
ly successful" In easing the strain 
between the two countries over 
Syria's military role in Lebanon.

Five rightists arrested in counter-demonstration 

Thousands march in May Day rallies

Several thousand persona participated In May Day 
parades and demonstrations yesterday, as tho usands of 
others took advantage of the work holiday for picnics 
with their families and colleagues. For a large part of 
the population, however. International workers day 
passed unnoticed: schools and shops were open as 
usual, as were most government offices. 

The central rally was held In Tel Aviv, where some 3,- 
000 Jews and Arabs — mostly supporters of Rakah 
(New Communists) and the Black Panthers — marched 
down Rehov Ibn Gabtrol carrylngsigns that had little or 
nothing to do with workers’ solidarity. Among them 
were, “The occupation Is a disaster," “To Geneva," 
“An end to expropriation of Arab land," and " Free con- 
traceptives for alL" 

A counter-demons trati cm by 15 right-wing youths, 
mainly supporters of Melr Kahane, crashed into the 
march at several points with such slogans as “Rakah to 
jail — death to terrorists” and "Arabs to Arab coun- 
tries." Five of them were arrested. - 

After the main rally converged on Klkar M&lchel 
Y Israel, the remainder of the protestors took up 
positions across the street with their placards. They had 
been warned by the large police presence that the 
Rakah demonstration was being held with official per- 
mission. 

In another large rally, 3,000 Arabs from all over 
Galilee waved placards and red flags outside the Greek 
Orthodox church In Nazareth. Borne of their banners 
vowed they would “liberate Galilee, with our blood and 
our spirits." 

But observers said tbe Nazareth crowd was smaller 
and the speeches more moderate than last year. 

Nazareth has a Rakah city administration. Among 
yesterday's demonstrators were several carrying signs 
advertising the Black Panthers (one section of which Is 
running with Rakah for the Ninth Knesset) .

Arabs — held a quiet rally In the Bhavit hall. The theme 
of the speeches was coexistence among Jews and Arabs 
In a Zionist state. Meanwhile, in the municipal 
auditorium, the labour establishment held Its own 
celebrations, attended by the chairman of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, tbe mayor and tbe head of the local 
labour council. 

On Saturday several thousand youngsters in blue 
shirts — representing the kibbutz movements, pioneer- 
ing youth movements and Histadrut-affillated 
movements — danced for an hour in the car park near 
the new city library. Their placards read “Enough 
whining in this country," and their speakers urged 
Israelis to “dispel the gloom that threatens our very ex- 
istence.” ' 

Later they marched on Hlstadrut headquarters, 
where the secretary-general of the labour federation 
told them the red flags of Israeli workers symbolize 
freedom. “We do not Identify with countries where the 
red flag waves over tyranny," he said. 

(The “stop whining” campaign was the brainchild of 
painter A vital Geva of Kibbutz Ein Shemer. Several 
years ago he shocked the art community in Jerusalem 
by exhibiting a series of cows' tongues.) 

In a separate demonstration on Saturday, members 
and supporters of Shell! marched through North Tel 
Aviv and ended up at the same car park. Their speakers 
took Issue with the “stop whining" campaign of the 
demonstrators who had preceded them, noting that it 
was easy to stop whining In the luxurious homes of 
North Tel Aviv but difficult to do so in the alums. One 
speaker said the slogan . "Enough whining In this coun- 
try” had been retrieved from "the rusty warehouses of 
the Right." 

The military gover n ment turned down numerous re- 
quests to hold May Day rallies on the West Bank. 
Security forces used tear gas to disperse one Illegal 
demonstration of schoolgirls In Jenin, another 
dispersed quietly in Nablus.

Government psychologists plan sanctions 


THE ALIGNMENT emphasised 
over the week-end how much its 
foreign policy differs from the 
Likud's, while the Likud tried to 
show that a large measure of agree- 
ment exists between the two. And the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
said, in effect, that it could live with 
either one of them. 

Likud leader and Jewish Agency 
Treasurer Aryeh Du bln said on Fri- 
day that If the Likud came out on top 
It would try Jo form a national unity 
Government. Only such a Govern- 
ment could grapple with all our In- 
ternal and external problems and 
restore the people's confidence. 

Even today, a national consensus 
could be reached, Dulzln told tbe 
Commercial and Industrial Club in 
Tel Aviv. The Likud executive had 
granted tbe Liberal Party the right 
to declare that it was prepared to 
make territorial concessions to 
Egypt and Syria. As for Judea and 
Samaria, the decision would be 
taken by a referendum or new elec- 
tions. Dulzln thought this was a 
sound basis for a national unity 
Government. 

But then he added: any concession 
in Judea or Samaria means the es- 
tablishment of a Palestinian state, 
and that would constitute a threat to 
the very existence of Israel and Jor- 
dan alike. 

Foreign Minister Yfgal All on may 
have had Dulzln in mind when he ad- 


dressed an election meeting in Betah 
Tlkva yesterday. The struggle 
between the Alignment and the 
Likud was one over peace principles, 
and an abyss divided the two camps, 
he said. 

He saw no way of bridging the gulf 
between of sha'al ("not one cen- 
timetre of Judea and Samaria shall 
be given up”) and a readiness to 
make peace an the basis of secure 
borders.

Five charged over missing 
£38m. from London IBB 


LONDON (JTA). — Four directors 
and the, auditor of toe collapsed 
Iarael-Brltish Bank (London) were 
charged. here on Friday' with con- 
spiracy to defraud in connection with 
. £38m. missing from the bank. 

They Include Harry Landy, IBB's 
former chairman,, and Arthur 
Malcolm White and Charles Kaye, 
two of his co-directors — all of whom 
alsd face two farther charges of 
uttering forged documents. 

All five were released on ball until 
May 28. Bail for Landy, a former 
chairman of British Mixrachi, was 
£80,000, plus two sureties of the same 
amount. 

Landy's brother-in-law. Ye hash tm 
Bension, was named in the two 
forgery charges. Bension is current- 
ly serving a 12-year prison sentence 
In Israel for fraud and embezzle- 
ment arising out of the collapse of 
the bank's Israel parent company, of 
which he was managing director. 

The other two men charged on Fri- 
day are Joseph Bloomberg and 
Peter Lynn. 

The men were arrested by the 
metropolitan fraud squad on Thurs- 
day after a lengthy investigation into 


the 1974 collapse of the London bank. 
Friday’s court appearance was only 
a preliminary bearing and no plea 
was entered by the accused. It is now 
for the court to decide whether there 
is a oase to answer, and the 
deliberations are expected to take 
several months. 

The Israel parent bank foundered 
In July 1974 and the London branch 
of IBB a few weeks later. Together 
they had run up a deficit of more 
than £80m. 

Among toe loans by the London 
bank were more than £31m. pounds 
sterling .to five connected com- 
panies. ifandy has stressed that he 
personally had nothing to do with 
these transfers. 

Two of these companies featured 
In toe trial of Bension, who was 
arrested shortly after the collapse of 
the Israeli parent bank and subse- 
quently convicted on 10 counts of 
fraud and embezzlement involving 
&7m. 

The group of companies of wMch 
Israel-British was a part was buQt 
up by the late Walter Williams, 
father-in-law of both Landy and Ben- 
sion. 


West German officials say: 

No case against Himmler aide 


VIENNA” (JTA). — The West Ger- 
man authorities have decided to 
drop legal proceedings against Horst 
Bender, who was Nasi SS chief 
Heinrich Himmler's legal advisor. 

. Bender, a lawyer, now Uvea in 
Stuttgart, West Germany. 

German justice officials began In- 
vestigating Ms activities during the 
Nasi period in April 1974 after 
receiving records from Simon 
Wiesentbal, bead of the Jewish 
Documentation Centre in Vienna. On 
Friday the German Government in- 
formed Wleaenthal the cue would 
not be pursued further because of in- 
sufficient evidence. Wiesentbal had 
submitted evidence that Bender atf- 
vised Himmler that killing Jews was 
not a crime, If done for "purely 
political reasons.” 

In another event related to Nad 
activities, Church officials In Buenos 
Aires On Friday closed the main 
Argentine cathedral'in the city “for 
repairs." TTie closure came amid 
I reports that neo-Nazi groups in 
Argentina had planned to hold a 
prayer session in the cathedral on 
Saturday night to mark the 32nd an- 
niversary of Hitler’s death.

gathering were thrown In wealthy 
residential areas of Buenos Aires.

One of toe leaflets was entitled 
"Integral Aryan Nationalist 
Fatherland” and showed a cross 
with a Nazi swastika hanging from 
it; It also said; "We Invite you 'to 
pray with us at the Metropolitan 
Cathedral on April SO, 1977, at the 11 
am. and 7 p.m. masses for the eter- 
nal rest of our brother in Christ and 
blood ‘Adolf Hitler’ who in Ms life 
was Chancellor of the German 
nation.” 

Security sources say there are 
several neo-Nazi groups in Argen- 
tina, including a terrorist one which 
last August claimed responsibility 
for bombing and strafing syn- 
agogues and Jewish -owned shops in 
Buenos Aires and Cordoba, Argen- 
tina's second-largest city, 450 miles 
to the north. 

That group is called the Argentine 
National Socialist Front. It said it 
wonts to Eliminat e the “Jewish 
Plutocracy" In Arge ntina.

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Cars cause 
most TA air 
pollution

I HAIFA. — Low-lying sources, main- 
' ly motor traffic, account for most of 
the air pollution in the TeJ Aviv area. 
Professor Alexander Donagl of the ” 
Health Ministry told a symposium 
here last week. 

. According to the Electric Cor- 
poration's spokesman. Prof. Donagi 
quoted monitoring data which show 
that pollution is worst between 6 and 
9 in the morning and again between 5 
and 8 in the afternoon — both peak 
i traffic periods. 

Motor-cars he noted, spew into the 
air a large amount of carbon monox- 
ide, sulphur dioxide, nitric oxide, 
sulphur and lead particles, and soot . 

On the other hand, the pollutants 
from the Electric Corporation's 
Reading power station (wMch at the 
time of its latest expansion caused 
anxiety to ecologists) are released at 
considerable height and their share 
in ground pollution Is small. Prof. 
Donagl reportedly said. 

The head of the Electric Cor- 
poration’s ecology department told 
the symposium that 14 air- 
monitoring stations are in operation 
in the Tel Aviv area — nine run by 
the corporation and five by the 
Health Ministry. (The standard 
throughout the world is five stations 
for a city like greater Tel Aviv with a 
population of one million, he added) . 

He said there was no demonstrable 
link between fuel consumption at Tel 
Aviv's Reading station and In- 
creases in pollution In toe city. Pollu- 
tion is lowest on Saturdays, when 
traffic is sparse while fuel consump- 
tion at the power station remains un- 
changed. he said.

U.S. pays up 
to UNESCO 

PARIS (JTA). — The U.S., delega- 
tion to UNESCO announced here 
yesterday that it will pay its outstan- 
ding debt of $43m. due. to the UN 
Economic, Social and Cultural 
Organization. 

The U.S. decided to stop paying its 
dues in October 1974 when the 
UNESCO general conference 
adopted a number of anti-Israel 
resolutions, condemned Israel for its 
archaeological diggings in 
Jerusalem and its educational 
system in the administered 
territories, and barred Israel from 
all its regional groups. 

At its recent Nairobi conference, 

UNESCO managed to find a com- 
promise solution enabling Israel to 
attend the European regional 

meetings of toe organization. 

* Practically all attending 
delegations, including the Eastern 
bloc and the non-aligned countries, 
privately expressed relief at 
America’s decision to become a full 
paying member. Israeli diplomats 
were also satisfied, as the U.S. 
delegation is Israel's main backer at 
UNESCO meetings and a loss of 
America's voting rights would have 
indirectly prejudiced Israeli in- 
terests. 


Israel has strategic 
Red Sea capability 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON. — Israel has com- 
mitted a surprisingly small number 
of actual forces to maintaining and 
expanding its presence in the Red 
Sea, “Defence and Foreign Affairs” 
reports In Its current edition. 

The respected military affairs 
journal says that Israel retains a 
half-dozen 65 ft. Dabur gun-equipped 
patrol boats, plus at least two 
Gabriel sea to sea missile-equipped 
Reshefs in the northern reaches of 
the Gull of Akaba at their base in 
Eilat. 

“More — but not that many more 
— hold the entrance to the gulf from 
the captured port of Sharm e- 
Shelkh,” the report said. 

But the magazine went on to note 
that the Israeli naval elements in the 
Gulf of Akaba reflect only part of toe 
strategic capability wMcb Israel has 
In the Red Sea area.' “Israeli F-4E 
Phantoms and C-2 Kfira can range 
■easily, and virtually unchallenged, 


down the slender waterway and can 
provide air cover to strategic ship- 
ping coming through the Bab el- 
Mandeb,” It saJd. 

Meanwhile, the magazine also 
says that Israel Aircraft Industries 
Is developing a new engine- 
manufacturing subsidiary — 
“doubtless destined to be a major 
factor in planning for the 1980s.” 

Xt said that this development was 
significant in light of Washington's 
veto over the export of Kfirs to 
Ecuador because of the U.S.-made 
General Electric J-T9 engine used in 
the Israeli plane. “Alternative 
powerplants have obviously been 
eyed for the aircraft,” it continued, 
“although no engineering studies 
have been made.” 

“Defence and Foreign Affairs” 
also reports that the price of the Kflr 
Is around 85. 2m. to 85.8m. per 
flyaway copy, “cheap in today's 
fighter market."

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May Day violence 
erupts in Spain, Italy 


LONDON (Reuter). — Street 
violence in the West and official 
rallies extolling Communism in the 
Bast marked May Day, the inter- 
national day of the workers, yester- 
day. 

Riot police clashed with 
demonstrators and in some cases 
resorted to tear gas. smoke bombs 
and rubber bullets to break up 
demonstrations in Madrid, Rome 
and Athens. 

The Communist world preferred 
its traditional May Day observance 
of officially-staged demonstrations 
contrasting the virtues of Com- 
munism with the evils of Capitalism. 

In Moscow, Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev and other Kremlin leaders 
stood on the balcony of the Lenin 
mausoleum overlooking Red Square 
to watch the passing pageant. 


In Peking, on* the other aide of 
Communism's Ideological divide, 
the celebrations were turned into & 
propaganda spectacle lauding Chair- 
man Hu a Kuo-feng and his victory 
over radical opponents. 

The scene was less serene in the 
;West European countries of the 
Mediterranean. Hundreds of police 
were in action in Spanish cities to en- 
force a government ban on May Day 
celebrations. 

About 50 people were detained and 
20 injured In Madrid alone, where 
eye-witnesses saw police chase and 
club demonstrators through the 
streets. 

In Rome, riot police fired teargas 
grenades to disperse an unauthoris- 
ed rally by hundreds of left-wing 
demonstrators- The Interior 
ministry allowed only one trade- 
union rally because a policeman was 
shot dead in a recent clash with 
students. 

In Athens, 12 policemen were In- 
jured and 20 demonstrators arrested 
In a clash outside the offices of the 
general confederation of labour. 


Violence also flared halfway 
around the world in Mnnila. where 
police used batons and fire-hoses to 
chase away about 100 youths who 
wasted to demonstrate against mar- 
tial law. 

The Chinese celebrations 
highlighted the ascendance of Chair- 
man Hu a and the eclipse of Chiang 
CJiing, the disgraced widow of Mao 
Tse-tung. 

Last year Chiang Ching stole the 
May Day spotlight; but yesterday 
crowds thronging Peking parks 
cheered her downfall last October 
with her fellow "Gang of Four" 
radicals. 

The Moscow parade passed 
without a speech from a member of 
the ruling Politburo for the fourth 
year in succession. Instead, a voice 
proclaimed over loudspeakers the 
"Day of International Workers' 
Solidarity in the Struggle against 
Imperialism and for Peace, 
Democracy and Socialism." 

East Germany changed its May 
Day parade procedure by leaving 
out the military rumble of rockets, 
tanks fend artillery for the first time 
in over 20 years. The East Germans 
■ had been the only Soviet-bloc state to 
continue the display of military 
hardware after 1968. 

In Addis Ababa, Ethiopian head of 
state Mengiatu Halle-Marlam 
reserved hla condemnations for 
Sudan. Egypt and Saudi Arabia. He 
said they were "fuelling Invasion 
.plans against our country." 

Workers in other parts chose to 
observe May Day quietly. In 
Yugoslavia, cities were almost 
deserted and holiday resorts crowd- 
ed as residents enjoyed picnics and 
excursions. 

In Bangkok. Thai workers attend- 
ed religious ceremonies and gave 
food to Buddhist monks. The govern- 
ment had banned rallies there since 
martial law was proclaimed after a 
military coup last October.

Bethesda Naval Hospital discovered 
a lump in the breast during a routine 
medical examination Thursday 
afternoon. The lump was removed 
immediately and found to be benign, 
she said.

Smith expels rightists from 
Rhodesian Front Party 


SALISBURY. — Prime Minister Ian 
Smith has purged his ruling Rhode- 
sian Front Party of its rebellious 
right wing. 

After a three- and- a- half-hour 
meeting of the party’s powerful 15- 
man standing committee on Friday. 
Rhodesian Front chairman Des 
Frost said 12 members of Parlia- 
ment and party deputy chairman 
Harold Coleman had been expelled. 

It was believed the 12 parliamen- 
tarians would now form a right-wing 
party opposing the government. 

All 13 have vigorously opposed 
Smith's plans to lead Rhodesia to 
black majority rule, saying they 
were contrary to party principles. 
The 12 parliamentarians last month 
unsuccessfully voted against govern- 
ment proposals to ease race laws In 
white-ruled Rhodesia. 

Frost has himself clashed with 
Smith on the issue and he looked un- 
happy as he told newsmen the result 
of the private meeting. He declined 
to disclose the voting figures. 

Coleman said after the meeting: 
"It would, appear I have been expell- 
ed from the party for attempting to 
uphold the principles of the party, 


under which the present government 
was elected." 

Coleman has also been active in 
opposing the policies of the Smith 
government. It was largely because 
of him that the Prime Minister set up 
a special inquiry panel to investigate 
party members whom he accused of 
“undermining the government." 

Smith left Friday’s meeting 
without comment. 

Amidst these internal political 
developments, the Rhodesian 
government said on Saturday that a 
report that South Africa has 
threatened to cut off oil supplies to 
Rhodesia if it obstructs a transfer of 
power to the black majority Is "pure 
speculation." 

U.S. and diplomatic sources in 
Washington said on Friday that 
South Africa also had told Smith that 
arms supplies would dry up if he 
tries to hold on to power by force. 

The sources said in essence that 
South Africa told Smith he would 
have to leave office after a constitu- 
tion tor an independent Zimbabwe is 
drawn up at proposed Anglo- 
American constitutional talks now

JOHANNESBURG (AP). — South 
Africa has agreed to western 
demands for national elections in 
South West Africa (Namibia) under 
international supervision, the 
"Johannesburg Star" reported on 
Saturday. 


The newspaper said in a report 
from Windhoek, Namibia’s capital. 


that elections would be held before 
independence and that the militan t 
South West African People's 
Organization (SWAPO) would be 
allowed to participate. 

The report quoted unidentified 
sources in the multi-ethnic con- 
stitutional talks In Windhoek as say- 
ing a "major breakthrough" had 
been made In Cape Town talks 


between South Africa and western 
countries represented in the UN 
Security Council last week. 


The sources were quoted as saying 
the western envoys of the U.S., Bri- 
tain, France, West Germany and 
Canada had accepted that elections 
could be held along ethnic lines, 
provided they take place 


simultaneously throughout the coun- 
try. 

Voting along ethnic lines means 
that representatives to the National 
Assembly would be elected by each 
of Namibia's II ethnic groups — the 
whites, two racially mixed groups, 
and eight black groups — rather 
than from ethnically mixed con- 
stituencies. 


MANILA (Reuter). — Hopes of a 
peaceful solution to the five-year 
long Moslem rebellion In the 
southern Philippines faded yester- 
day with the collapse of fresh 
negotiations. 

The announcement was made in a 
communique issued by tbe 
quadripartite committee of the 
Islamic Conference and its 
secretary-general. 

• In the communique, the 
representatives of tbe com- 
mittee of Libya, Senegal, Saudi 
Arabia and Somalia — and tbe 
secretary-general of the Islamic con- 
ference — appealed to non-aligned, 
nations,. to the Third World, to the 
UN "and to all peace-loving nations 
to stand by the terrorized people in 
the south of the Philippines as a ser- 
vice to peace and prevention of 
massacres." 

The communique said that the 
failure of the talks was due to "the 
negative attitude" adopted by the 
Philippine Government "which con- 
stitutes a violation of the provisions 
and the spirit of both the Tripoli 
agreement and the agreement 
between the two presidents" — 
President Ferdinand Marcos and Li- 
byan leader Muammer Gaddafi. 

“The Philippine Government, by 
adopting such a stand, bears • the 
responsibility for the failure of these 
negotiations and its results," the 
communique said. 

Libyan Foreign Minister Abdel 
Salaam al-Tureiki. meanwhile, told 
newsmen that cease-fire observers 
would remain in their places.

Economic woes may topple Giscard

PARIS. — President Valery Giscard 
d'Estalng la gambling on a 
miraculous recovery by the French 
economy during the next few months 
in the hope of staving off a left-whig 
victory at the general elections 
which must be held before next spr- 
ing. 

But the disbelief of the trade un- 
ions, who have Just staged their most 
extensive strike since the worker- 
student revolt of 1968, and the refusal 
of the Gaulllsta to pledge their con- 
fidence in the government, indicate 
that the dice are rolling against him. 

Premier Raymond Barre. tbe 
economist whom Giscard called In 
last summer to give priority to an 
emergency recovery plan, has been 


forced to start electioneering with & 
new package which is likely to spur 
Inflation without remedying un- 
employment. 

The Gaulllats, who are the 
strongest element in the government 
coalition, claim that Barre should 
proclaim the dangers of a Com- 
munist take-over in France rather 
than fiddle with' piece-meal 
economic gimmicks. 

The revamped version of the 
Barre recovery plan, as voted by a 
reluctant parliament at the end of 
April, calls for special measures to 
put youngsters to work and to im- 
prove living standards for the elder- 
ly. It also contains a series of special 
incentives which will cost the tax- 
payer 8.2 billion francs (ILl6.5b) 
over the next two years. 


To prime the pump of employ- 
ment, Premier Barre offers tax con- 
cessions to- firms which' hire young 
peopleseeking their first job: He-olso 
promises workers who retire at 60 in- 
stead of at 65 that they will collect 70 
per cent of their last pay-packet for 
five years.

A recently “restored” market centre fn the Lebanese capital* 
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BEIRUT (Ofns). — Although the’ 
guns have fallen silent in most of this 
once lovely country, Lebanon 
remains locked In civil war. The 
private militias have shifted the bat- 
tle into a cold war under the paralys- 
ing weight of three Syrian regular 
army divisions, thinly disguised as a 
30,000-man Arab peacekeeping 
force. If Syria withdraws, full-scale 
fighting would erupt overnight. 

Diplomats and Lebanese officials 
share this pessimism. Far. from be- 
ing a catharsis, the civil war which . 
began two years ago last month left 
bitter hatreds in its wake. Divisions 
remain between Lebanese 
Chri s tians wnH Palestinians, backed 
by radical Arab states. 

.. “Nothing has been solved," a 
Lebanese politician explained. The 
Palestinians are curbed, but not dis- 
armed. Their traditional Moslem . 
allies are discredited, . but not 
replaced by younger men. Lebanon's 
Maronlte Christians are embittered, 
and want what »mwnrf« to a country 
of their own.

the Syrian army - took control has 
produced disappointment and 
frustration. 

President Elias Sarkis, who in 
principle commands the. Syrian 
forces which support him, has im- 
posed a semblance of normality. It is 
a fragile peace at best. Censorship of 
local press restricts reporting on the 
frequent sectarian and political 
murders as well as robberies by un- 
employed gunmen. 

THE OBVIOUS' symptom of con- 
tinuing confrontation Is the sporadic 
warfare in South Lebanon, where 
Syrian forces cannot restore order 
because of Israeli objections to Arab 
troop presence near its border. Ten- 
sion from the war in the south ex- 
plodes in Beirut in the for m of car- 
bombs and fear, which delay 
negotiations on a political future for 
Lebanon. 

The tension, combined with 300 per 
cent Inflation and general economic 
malaise, drives many Lebanese out 


of the country as emigrants. 
Lebanese who sat out the war abroad 
are coming home, but many leave 
again quickly, for good this time. 

Reconstruction funds have not 
arrived, despite high initial hopes. 
Experts estimate the cost of 
rebuilding Beirut port, once the 
gateway to the Arab world, at gloom . 

Observers are doubtful that 
Lebanon can create a system free of 
the political Infighting and corrup- 
tion which undermined the old 
Lebanon. More and more Lebanese 
believe the prospects are bleak, and 
business In the old financial capital 
of the Middle East is a sad parody of 
Beirut’s former commercial glory. 

Outside the charred Hotel St 
Georges, once the Eastern 
Mediterranean’s most fashionable 
meeting place, two men sat playing 
back-gammon, the favourite 
Lebanese game. In the deserted ruin 
of a beach club, they were alone, one 
a banker, the other the master of 
ceremonies of Lebanon’s jet set. 
Oblivious to the desolation, they 
whistled tunelessly, like men in 
shock. 


Arab cold war moves south 


BLACK AFRICA might seem to 
have quite enough outside powers in- 
tervening in its quarrels already: 
Russians and Cubans in Angola, far 
example, and France, Belgium, the 
United States and China all sending 
aid to neighbouring Zaire. Bat what 
may be decisive in both the crisis 
points of the moment, Zaire and the 
Horn of Africa, is the emergence of 
yet another factor. The Arab cold 
war is moving south. 

The only credible military force 
now standing, betw een -Zaire ’ s 
.copper-, mines and. file well-armed 
band of exiles who invaded- Shaba 
province from Angola in early 
March is a Moroccan expeditionary 
force. The fate of cQslntergr&tlxig 
Ethiopia Is Hkety to be settled by its 
Arab neighbours — and soon: there 
ia already a state of almost-declared 
war on the Sudan-Ethiopia border. 
This new military involvement of 
Arab statea in black Africa has 
grown mainly out of inter- Arab dis- 
putes. 

All the Arab states of North Africa 
belong to the Organisation of African 
Unity f QAU) , and ao It became a 
battleground s* soonaa Morocco and 
its tiny Mauritanian ally carved up 
the ex^paxdslrcolony of Sahara ear- 
ly last year. Both Algeria and Libya 
bitterly opposed fids action, and 
proceeded to organize resistance to 
it within the QAU. The first step, 
taken last spring, was to declare a 
Saharan govemment-in-exlle on 
Algerian soil. 

While the Saharan guerrillas of

Marxist Benin immediately an- 
. nounced Itself the victim of an im- 
perialist attack, and accused Moroc- 
co of having trained and paid file "in- 
vaders." 

. The seven-nation. QAU commis- 
sion sent to Benin to investigate In- 
cluded a majority of radical states — 
Libya,' Mozambique, -Guinea and 
Angola — and they duly reported . 
back that the accusation was true. 
Thereupon Morocco angrily 
suspended all dealings with the 
OAU, and King warned that 

there was a Mandat plot to take the 
organization over and wipe out 
Africa’s non-radical regimes. 

Only a week later came the invar 


slon of pro-Western Zaire from 
Angola. The invaders are originally 
from Zaire, and not all Marxists by 
any means, but to Hasaan it was the 
prompt fulfilment of his prophecy. 

That is the main reason why there 
are now Moroccan troops crusading 
against Marxism in Zaire. (Of 
course, it also does no harm to curry 
favour with the West, in case Moroc- 
co should later get dragged into war 
with Algeria over Sahara.) 

In the Horn of Africa, file prime 
motive for Arab Involvement is also 
intra-Arab rivalry, with reckless 
Libya again In the lead. Colonel Gad- 
dafi has been trying to overthrow the 
governments of neighbouring Egypt 
and Sudan for years, on the grounds 
that they are reactionary and insuf- 
ficiently pan-Arab. 

In this switch the Libyans had the 
whole-hearted support of their Rus- 
sian arms suppliers, who were try- 
ing to establish their influence in 
newly radical Ethiopia, formerly an 
American ally. 

The cold war between the conser- 
vative and the radical Arab states is 
not simply a mirror of the Western- 
Soviet rivalry: the Sudanese and 
their friends would be worried about 
Libyan activities in Ethiopia even if 
the Russians weren’t there too. The 
parallel does exist, however: why 
else would Egypt also have sent a 
military mfearin^ to Zaire? To a grow- 
ing extent, Arab money and even 
Arab troops are becoming proxies 
for the superpowers In the struggle 
for Africa. 


“THE JEWISH Lobby” report which 
appeared in T7ie Jerusalem Post 
recently was a subject of a long arti- 
cle published by Syria’s 'Tishrln” 
daily. The daily notes that The Post 
report was written by that “Zionist 
Journalist Wolf Blltraz (instead of 
Blitzer). who was said to have in- 
dicated that the Arab information ef- 
fort in the U.S. was beginning to take 
hold. 

ITishrin" says that “Blitraz" con- 
ceded that the Arabs were 
“hopelessly inept” at this stage but 
the “Zionist correspondent" was 
worried about a few of the initial 
successes scored by the Arabs. It 
adds that “Blitraz" was upset by a 
Mike Wallace's 60-minute show on 
the condition of Syrian Jewry...“and 
the manner in which Mr. Wallace 
dissipated the Zionist lie.” 

Leaving Blitraz Blitzer alone, the 
author of the Syrian article, 
Mohammed el-Hajiar, turns to some 
of. the friends and non-Zionist jour- 
nalists the Arabs have at their dis- 
posal in Washington, and notes with 
satisfaction that Senator James 
Abourezk is totally on their side. Not 
only has “James Abu Rizik" tremen- 
dous influence in Congress, claims 
“Tishrln,” but he is also in high 
places where policy is made and 
decided. 

What the article did not mention, 
however, is that in addition to being 
a good friend of the Arabs, Abourezk 
is also an expensive friend. Accor- 
ding to a book published on lobbies In 
Washington recently, the Senator 
from Dakota draws around $10,000 
for each pro-Arab speech he makes 
in the house. 

THE CAIRO newspaper, “Akher 
Sa’a" last week interviewed the 
Egyptian Minister of Information, 
Abdul- Mon 'em el-Sawi. 

First question: Do you think that 
the press in Egypt is fulfilling Its 
national duty? 

Answer: It is the duty of the press 
to fulfil its national duty. 

After that auspicious start the in- 
terviewer went on to discuss a host of 
subjects with the Minister — all of 
them related to the Arab-Israel con- 
flict.' and none regarding internal 
problems. 

. At one stage, the interviewernoted 
that Israel Radio was easily picked 
up in many places in Egypt, and 
wondered whether this was not 
counter-productive to the home 
propaganda effort. The Minister said 
in reply that Arabic broadcasts were 
just as easily picked up in Israel. 
Moreover, he said that getting more 
Arab television and, radio tim e on 
Israeli screens was merely a matter 
of money.. ."and we have borrowed a 
lot of money from the U.S. and 
France to use for this purpose.” 

The Minister said that he was 
aware of the fact that due to the 
large congregations of Jews abroad, 
Israel had an excellent propaganda 
base from which to work. The Arabs, 
he revealed, had come round to 


thinking that there was “logic In the 
Zionist system” and that he was con- 
sidering methods of making it 
operational for them as well. 
Immediate steps, he said, were be- 
ing taken for the establishment of an 
"Arab culture bank." which would 
supply information to people all over 
the world on the Arab contribution to 
civilization. To prove you’re civiliz- 
ed you’ve got to be accepted by the 
world public, be emphasised. 

AND FOR those of our readers who 
really care, it might be worth noting 
that “al-Ba’ath," of Damascus, 
carried the following report: During 
the first three months of the year 
Syria received 5,826 telegrams from 
Afghanistan; 2,486 from Iran; 4,334 

from Pakistan; 780 from Turkey, 
and 868 from Japan. 

IN READERS’ Letters In the Egyp- 
tian daily “Akhbar el-Yom." last 
week one Mohammed Nasser 
suggests that the country change the 
names of Port Said. Port Fuad and 
Port Tawflk, on the Sues Canal, to 
Port Sadat, Port Gamal and Port 
Arabi. 

An editor's comment to the letter 
said that one has to have respect for 
history, and thus the names should 
remain. But this, of course, the 
editor added, does not mean that 
new ports should not be built, and 
named after the two Egyptian 
Presidents and all Arabs. 

And in another letter Mohammed 
el-Hasif says that there should be no 
Gammunist party allowed in Egypt 
“until such time that Moscow agrees 
to a Moslem party in the Soviet 
Union.” 

And In yet another letter on the 
same column Adnan abu Alufa says 
that be wished all cities in Egypt 
were visited regularly by foreign 
princes and Arab kings. It seems to 
be the only time that the 
municipalities bother about them 
getting cleaned up, he writes. 

Libya ousts ‘brothers’ 

CAIRO (Reuter) . — Cairo radio aaid 
Saturday that Libya has ordered all 
Egyptian, Sudanese, Syrian and 
Palestinian doctors working in 
military hospitals in the Libyan state 
to leave the country within 72 hours. 

It said Libyan leader Colonel 
Mu'ammar Gaddafi had ordered the 
expulsion of the doctors last week 
but extended the deadline until the 
arrival of Soviet physicians to 
replace them. 

Relations between Egypt and 
Libya have been severely strained in 
recent months by mutual ac- 
cusations of bombings and acts of 
sabotage. 

Cairo newspapers reported that 
more than 500 Egyptians expelled 
from Libya arrived in Cairo over the 
weekend. About 250.000 Egyptians 
work in Libya.

The im- 
pression Is created that the budget 
for the various districts. Including 
the West Bank’s Judea and Samaria, 
the Gaza Strip and Northern Sinai, 
was somehow difficult to follow up. 

The report makes a novel remark 
to this effect, saying: ‘The budget 
for tiie districts is Included in that of 
the command of the administered 
territories which is part of the 
defence budget."

The report-valao .^mentions lands 
requisitioned far military purposes 
"up to 1972/’ but pktrvides no details 
exceptfor the 955 dunams’ taken over 


to' ’Hebron. It says that 18 out of 68 
landlords agreed to accept the com- 
pensation which the military 
. authorities .offered them. 

More enlightening figures concer- 
nhagthe West Bank relate to the Jor- 
dan bridges, where the number of 
" travellers crossing them shot up 
‘ from 288,000 in 1968 to 928,000 inl97S. 
The report points out that there has 
been no adequate follow-up of 
visitors whose visas expire, nor has 
there been proper control on the 
foreign currency which is carried to 
both directions of the Jordan River 
to "enormous amounts." This to 
violation of a regulation issued in 
1969, the report says. 

THE COMPTROLLER devotes a 
good deal of space to toe police force 
in the territories, which was un- 
derstood to be under-employed and 
under-paid. Some 15 per cent of the 
force resigned between 1973 and 
3976. to that period, 188 constables 
were recruited but 192 walked out. 

And in Judea, a number. of key 
posts are not maimed, while others 
are being held by officers who 
already fill a number of other 
positions. 

- In 1975, the police handled 1,388 
traffic accidents, of which 196 were 
fatal. The police also recorded no 
less than 143,000 traffic offences, and 
19,200 security and criminal ones to 
the territories that year. The handl- 
ing of some of the security cases was 
not adequately co-ordinated between 
the police and the military 
authorities, to Gaza, many suspects 
released on bail never showed up for 
trial, the report notes. It adds that 
there were documents dating back to 
1971 which were not properly filed. 

Without providing figures, the 
Comptroller says that prisons, es- 
pecially in the West Bank, a$e con- 
gested. and notes that puspect* have 
been locked to cells with convicts. He 
nevertheless emphasizes tost con- 
ditions in these jails, are fairly v 
bearable.

Money for special education 
programmes often went astray 



The Supreme Court established a 
precedent last week when it ruled 
that a protected tenant who is 
evicted by court order is entitled to 
toe full sum of toe key money he 
would require to gain protected 
tenancy of an equivalent property. 

The owner is not entitled to deduct 
one third of toe key money, as lias 
been the practice In toe past accor- 
ding to the ruling. Moreover. In the 
case of buslnesa or industrial 
premises, toe tenant Is entitled to 
full payment of the cost of moving 
his business onto new premises and 
re-establishing his business there. 

This precedent, which will have 
widespread impact on eviction cases 
all over the country, was established 
in the case of four workshops located 
at the northern end of Tel Aviv's 
Rehov Dizengoff. The owners of the 
workshops had leases on their 


respective premise# from toe Tel 
Aviv Development Corporation, 
which owned the land. 

In 1973 the Finance Minister 
granted toe Atarim Corporation per- 
mission to acquire possession and 
use of various lands, including the 
plots on which the four workshops 
stand. When the owners of the 
workshops refused to sell toeir rights 
as protected tenants, the Atarim 
Corporation applied to the Tel Aviv 
District Court for a court order. 

The difficulties arising concerning 
toe terms of compensation to the 
evicted protected tenants ultimately 
led the case to the Supreme Court. 
Yesterday toe four tenants were 
granted most of their demands and 
the Atarim Corporation was re- 
quired to pay all their legal expenses 
to a sum of ILlo.oqo. (Itim)

THE "Modern Living" Fair, which 
opened last week and will he 
open every evening until May 14 at 
toe Tel Aviv Fairgrounds, is the fifth 
of Its kind to have been held since 
3970. Occupying 10 pavilions, the 878 
exhibitors participating (60 per cent 
of them local -firms, the remainder 
manufacturers or agents represen- 
ting 21 other countries) will be dis- 
playing virtually all categories of 
household consumer merchandise. 

Whilst in format to Its 

predecessors, the current fair 
represents certain policy changes, 
reports Elisha Alxnagor, General 
Manager of the Yerid Hamlzrach 
Exhibitions Company. As of last 
year, the Modem Living. Fair has 
been changed from a bi-annual event 
to a regular annual one : previously, 
it alternated with the trade-only 
Technology Fair. Its timing too has 
been changed, from mid-summer to 
spring. Surveys carried out last year; 
on consumer buying habile and on 
manufacturers’ marketing policies 
Indicated that May is toe best month 
for such an event. Following the sur- 
vey, It has also been decided to hold 


a smaller annual exhibition for 
heating and sanitary installations in 
October, since autumn Is the time 
when both building contractors and 
consumers undertake interior 
building work and renovations. 

There is a definite trend, says 
Almagor, away from national 
pavilions in the layout of the exhibi- 
tion. It is more convenient for the 
visitor to be able to compare the 
various products in a certain 
category under one roof, rather than 
have them split up into countries of 
origin. Also, he states, he is opposed 
. to toe Minister of Commerce and In- 
dustry's policy of promoting "Blue- 
White" (made in Israel) goods. 

*‘I do not believe that Israeli in- 
dustries have a chance of competing 
on export abroad if they cannot even 
stand up to appearing side by side 
with foreign competitors on toeir 
home ground. It is particularly im- 
portant to bear this in mind to view 
Of the COZnlng influx Of Qnmmnn 
Market imports at lower prices when 
toe new tariff agreement comes Into 
force in the summer."

timing of the Jerusalem export fur- 
niture show, due to open to Blnyenei 
Ha'ooma In Jerusalem the day after 
the Modern Living Fair closes. 

“It would have been logical" he 
says, “to combine toe two events 
here at the Tel Aviv Fairgrounds. 
Only between eight and 12 Israeli 
furniture manufacturers are 
capable of export, and toeir com- 
bined export total ia some S2m. an- 
nually — certainly not enough to 
justify the use of public funds to sub- 
sidise a separate exhibition. It the 
two had been combined, special 
trade-only daytime hours could have 
been arranged for export buyers, 
and exhibitors would have had the 
added advantage of showing their 
new lines to the Israeli public, at 
whom our Fair Is aimed, at toe same 
time. What has happened is that 
better local furniture manufacturers 
have decided to stay out of "Modem 
Living," thereby throwing the Tel 
Aviv Fair wide open to all their 
foreign competitors." 

' Of the foreign exhibitors, the 
largest number — 42 — are from toe 
U.S., with 38 from England and 80 
from Germany. Significantly, half of 




toe 231 foreign companies are from, 
Common Market countries. The 
Japanese are well in evidence, as is 
Taiwan and several South American 
countries. Only one Communist 
country, Yugoslavia, Is represented. 

' The pavilions are categorised as 
follows: domestic, kitchen and gar- 
den furniture, home appliances, 
entertainment electronics (T.V.s, 
stereos, etc.), a large camping, 
sports and leisurewear exhibit, tex- 
tiles, do-it-yourself, safety measures 
for the home and household and 
kitchenware. (Almagor favours an 
American colleague's definition of 
the last two as “anything you can put 
on the table or hang on the wall.") 
Whilst most exhibitors will take 
orders at the Fair, the only cash'n 
carry sales are at the 30-stall 
Bazaar, representing both foreign 
and local artists and craftsnen as 
well as toys and houaehold gadgets. 

Nonetheless, with admission rates 
at iLiO per adult, IL8 per child or 
soldier, and a multitude of snack 
bars and kloBks as well aa the Luna 
Park, Mr. Almagor does not think 
toe public will have too much of a

Mideast war Met imminent’ despite Assad’s violent threats

Assad puts Ms hopes at a solution ; 
on willingness by toe U.S. to bring 
pressure to bear on Israel. He 
recognizes that the recent visits by 
flwdaj -and Hussein to Washington, 
have notproduced any clear signals 
to this direction. But he hopes to do 
better when he meets President 
Carter to Geneva on May 9. . 

A .Western diplomat told me: 
“Assad could well be right The 
American and Syrian presidents 
could take to each other. Asa ad won’t 
throw to his hand to Carter. But he is 
prepared to trust him." 

Hie Syrians, are going all out to' 
develop their relations with the U.S. 
In order to counter-balance toeir 
dependence on the Soviet Union 


which has equipped and trained toeir 
■ armed fore e*. 

’/Efaey have diplomatically dropped 
■fpefuae of their standard "American 
Zionist" Taber' in references to the 
U.S^ which ia- pumping an 880m. aid 
.programme into the" Syrian 
economy. 

• But the fiercely nationalist Syrians 
have no intention of falling into the - 
same trap as Sadat and swapping 
Soviet protection for a client 
relationship with the Americans. 
They are prone to be "un-allgned" 
and intend to stay that way. 

Assad's visit to the Kremlin 
appears to have .injected a little 
mere warmth -into relations between 
Damascus and Moscow which had 
been chilled by Soviet criticism of 
Syria's rote'^-ln Lebanon and by 
demands for qash payment by Syria 
for Soviet arms. . 

~ The Russians "are far from pop- 


ular. Tbey do toeir level best to keep 
to themselves' and remain in- 
conspicuous. Ata Damascus cabaret 
Susan, a red-haired hostess from 
Budapest — and a refugee from 
Beirut’s shattered nightlife — said: 
"We never see any Russians inhere. 
Nightclubs are out of bounds for 
them. Anyhow, soon there will not be 
any Russians left In Damascus." 

Susan Is misinformed. She was 
repeating a popular misconception 
that the departure of the Russians 
will be the logical consequence of the 
changes which are transforming 
Damascus into a new Beirut. 

Western goods abound to the city’s 
storqs. New skyscraper offices and 
hotels rise from toe dusty streets. 
While most of the women stick to 
traditional garb, the men, although 
dressed in toe most appalling taste, 
try to ape toe latest styles of Paris, 
London and New York. Damascus is 



alive at night, thanks to a dozen 
seedy cabarets. People are eager to 
talk. This is a far cry from toe police- 
state spy system that kept Ups 
prudently sealed only a year or two 
ago. 

Western business firms are falling 
over each other to grab contracts. 
The Russians have landed the 
biggest — for the Rabka dam on the 
Euphrates. But toe Germans, and 
.French and British are involved in 
big housing, pipeline and hotel pro- 
jects. 

This readiness to accept Western 
technology and aid does not mean 
that the proud Syrians are prepared 
to sacrifice an iota of their political 
independence. But it is a 
phenomenon which is certain to 
make it easier for the Syrians to 
work with Western countries 
-towards a Middle East settlement. 

Assad, sees toe European Common 
Market as wen as the U.S. as a key 
element in his strategy to bring the 
Israelis to terms. And not only the 
Israelis. For he also needs Western 
help to deal with the Palestinians. 

The Syrian leadership has no in- 
tention of selling out the Palestinians 
and sticks by its demands for Israel 
to move back to its 1967 borders. But, 
for all his explosive public 
statements, Assad Is ready to dis- 
cuss the establishment of 
demilitarized zones and to be fiexi- 
. ble in negotiations on future borders. 



It is worthwhile remembering’ 
that, although the Syrians have 
never signed a. stand -still agreement 
witfi Israel after any of their wars, 
Assad has never denied that Israel 
exists or has the right to do so. 

Assad says a Palestinian state 
should basically be composed of 
Gaza and the West Bank. He is much 
more cautious than toe Palestinians 
about drawing toe boundaries of a 
future state of Palestine. 

Assad has good Syrian reasons for 
not giving the Palestinians' too much 
rope. He would accept an arrange- 
ment which would enable those now 
living to Arab countries to be resettl- 
ed there, since the West Bank and 
Gaza are full up. The Syrian presi- 
dent favours giving the exilea 
economic aid from the oil states and 
Palestinian passports, thus en- 
dowing them with new dignify, and 
to then let them sink or swim. 

Meanwhile, the priority for Assad 
is to. keep the Palestinians* wings 
clipped in southern Lebanon. He is 
furious with toe Lebanese Christians 
for collaborating with the Israelis. 
But his- principal concern is to 
deprive Israel of any pretext to in- 
tervene to Lebanon. 

The Syrians are determined not to 
relinquish their grip on Lebanon. But 
they would prefer to maintain it with 
a reduced military presence. Some 
26,000 men from Assad’s 200.000- 
atrong army are still assigned. to this 
task. A Syrian official told me: "We 
would like them to come home. We 
need our men to protect our frontiers 
against our greedy neighbours." 
From the way he looked at the map 
on his office wall, he was referring to 
Iraq os much ax to Israel. . . 

The official added bitterly: "If 
only the other Arab countries bad 
kept their word and sent forces of 
their own to keep the peace In 
Lebanon we would be out of this 
mess." 

Meanwhile, all appears to be quiet 
on Syria’s front with Israel. Kuneitr a 
is still the rubble-strewn ruin of a 
quarter of a century of wan. As one 
Syrian put it: “It's going to be left 
that way aa a monument to toe evil 
that this endless conflict has done to 
our people."

IT IS ALWAYS most commendaljle 
when orchestra musicians make an 
effort to preserve their individuality 
as artists and get together to piay 
chamber music.

It takes 
years of continuous and hard rehear- 
sal to form closely-knit small 
groups, which feel almost instinc- 
tively the delicate shades of 

chamber music phrasing, and 
dynamics, out of musicians, who are 
used to being told by a conductor 
what to do. 

On this occasion, the perfor- 
mances were well and conscientious- 
ly worked out from the technical 
point of view. What was missing was 
the spirit and life. The quartet <Kaez 
Hilsman, Bertha Junger.Gad Lever- 
tov and Naomi Enoch i was played 


by four individuals, not by a unit, 
though the music carried Itself- 
But in the Schubert Octet (where 
the four were Joined by 'Gideon 
Levinson, doublebass: Eli Hefetz. 
clarinet: Sara Tziir. bassoon, and 
Giora RftffaeH. horn) much more Is 
needed to do Justice to the godly 
music. One had the feeling that the 
players were too busy with the notes 
to attend to the musical content of 
the score- And it seems so natural to 
sing Schubert's music. Every phrase 
is a song and there seem to be no 
problems of interpretation or any 
doubts as to how the phrases should 
be formed. It is rather sad to watch 
eight young musicians performing 
earnestly but with closed hearts. 
Technical perfection is a ai'iie qua 
non . but music-making needs a soul. 
The whole musician must come out 
of his shell and sing, sing the beauty 
of creation, the joy and sorrow of 
human endeavour, and the love of 
life and mankind.

Planka, violin and yonathaa Zak, piano 
(Tel Aviv, Mmrum. April 5*}. Sonatas No. 
2. Op. L2, No. tin A Major; No. 6. Op. 24 In 
F Major; No. 1 0p. 30 No. 2 la C Minor. 
HAD THIS CONCERT included only 
sonatas Op. 24 and 30. it could have 
been praised as truly remarkable 
throughout. However these two 
. sonatas were preceded by Op. 12 
which emerged as mediocre and un- 
distinguished. All Planka's usual vir- 
tues vanished in this unhappy start. 
His tone was unpleasant, his 
technical performance seemed 
laboured and musically he had very 
little to say. If there was anything 
worth listening to. In this first item, 
it was in Yonathan Zak s piano part. 
With the opening phrases of Op. 24, 


however, it was clear that the 
violinist had recovered from a tem- 
porary lapse. He revealed what we 
have often missed In many of his 
pleasant performances, a distinct 
personal approach. Planka treated 
the two remaining sonatas with 
great breadth, exploring the poten- 
tial of the music In full- His phrasing 
was powerful and determined and 
contrasts were not only well ex- 
ploited but also portrayed convin- 
cingly Beethoven’s dramatic 
dualism. His tone regained its fine 
quality and when necessary, became 
vigorous, even impassioned.

Major music MSS. collection found 


LONDON (APj. — A priceless 
collection of music manuscripts 
whose existence was confirmed by 
Polish authorities after being miss- 
ing since World War II is even bigger 
than originally thought, the "Sunday 
Times" reported. 

The British newspaper first 
revealed the existence of the collec- 
tion on April 3. It contains works by 
Mozart, Beethoven, Mendelssohn. 
Bach. Haydn, Schubert. Schumann. 
Meyerbeer and many others. 


The British newspaper said the 
collection "contains more musical 
materia] than was originally 
thought, as well as important pain- 
tings, and that it has all been in the 
hands of the Polish army since the 
end of the war" In 1945. 

The original autographed 
manuscripts disappeared In Eastern 
Europe in 1941 and for years were 
presumed destroyed. Polish 
authorities previously have denied 
all knowledge of their existence-

Market tries to emulate 
last week's record gains 


TEL AVIV. — The share market 
moved sharply higher in the opening 
round yesterday, but some profit- 
taking was felt In the variables. 

The market is trying to match last 
week's performance, which aaw 154 
shares advance while only 49 declin- 
ed. The last wee Id of April was also 
notable in that total share turnover 
figures, of approximately IL350m., 
established a new trading record for 
any given week. 

Despite Bank Hapoalim's absence 
from the exchange due to the May l 
holiday, volume was fairly active at 
close to IL33m. 

The Nat&d Investment dollar, 
since setting an all-time high last 
week at IU2.07, continued to .slip. 
Yesterday it eased by another 7 
agorot to stand at mi. 78 after close 
to half a million dollars were offered 
tor sale. There is little explanation 
for the behaviour of the investment 
currency except that perhaps some 
people feel it may be overpriced and 
are taking some profits. 

Financials continued to draw more 
■investment interest. Bank Leuml 
finally reached the 300 mark on a 
half-point advance. Hapoalim was 1 
better at 327 and Discount added half 
a point to 317.6. , 

Mortgage bank issues were mixed. 
Seesawing Tefahot gave up 8 to 383. 
Otzar Leta’aslya was 7 ahead at 245. 
Other issues in the group were 


generally slightly better. 

Insurance shares were a good 
feature. Ary eh was the only loser In 
the group as the shares backed off by 
17 to 682. Sahar was 54 ahead at 990. 
and Tzur was "buyers only" in the 
opening round and continued to 
climb in the variables to 810, for an 
overall gain of 45 for the session. 

Israel Cold Storage ILlO shares 
reached the 700 mark while the I La. 
shares continued to be "buyers 
only" and were marked up to 2,273. 

Israel Electric Corp. continued its 
advance to 725, after a 20-point 
move. Lighterage was 30 better at 
552. 

Delek bearer continued to act well 
,as It gained 80 to an even 700. 

Land development and real estate 
issues were among the market 
leaders as sharp gains were 
noticeable throughout the list. 

The General Index of Share Prices 
was up 0.82 per cent to 132.82 points!

Give Soldiers Lifts! 
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Gur out of step 

THE CHIEF OF STAFF, Mortfechai Gur, In his determination 
to counter the State Comptroller’s perturbing findings last week 
on some aspects of military preparedness, has gone too far . 
Evidently he has misjudged the public significance of these fin- 
dings. 

No one, least’ of all the Comptroller, would doubt the great ef- 
forts that have been Invested in rebuilding and expanding the 
army in the three years since the Yom KIppur War. Nor would 
anyone claim that the army is a superhuman agency free of a 
normal complement of human frailties, like those that plague 
most of our society and economy. 

The Comptroller, In keeping with his task, unearthed a 
number of random samples of worrisome shortcomings in the 
army, and especially In emergency ordnance depots of two 
select fighting brigades. He has quite correctly brought the 
General Staff's attention to the urgent need of checking whether 
these failures are not more widespread. 

The Chief of Staff, for his part. Incorrectly interpreted the 
publication of these findings as an attack on the army high com- 
mand and decided to give battle by asserting that the Comp- 
troller and his staff did not entirely understand what they had 
found. This la a dangerous and disingenuous tactic. It also goes 
beyond the Chief of Staffs proper role. 

The inspection of army Installations is carried out by State 
Comptroller staff members who are former army officers. They 
were fully cognizant of all the intricacies and implications of 
what they found. It is also a long established fact that if, in the 
past, the Comptroller has been guilty of any vice it is that of 
pulling his punches rather than of over-stating his criticism. 

The Comptroller's very serious findings must be accepted as 
fact, and his decision to publish them in all their starkness 
should be attributed to the dejecting influence of what had been 
found by the Agranat Commission on which he served, and by 
an understandable sense of remorse at not unearthing similar 
failings prior to the Yom Kippur War. 

Rav Aluf Gur was in Washington as Military Attache when the 
war broke out and is perhaps not sufficiently aware of the 
traumatic implication that the term “deficiencies in emergency 
ordnance depots” has for the general public and for tbe hun- 
dreds of thousands of reaervbrta who rushed to the front lines 
three and a half years ago. 

The pertinent question for the public is not whether there are 
acceptable explanations for the deficiencies stemming from the 
rapid growth and modernization of the army, but what is being 
done to correct these defects, uproot their causes and replace 
the men responsible for them. 

As a people we have become dangerously nonchalant and 
fatalistic concerning the many defects which bedevil our public 
administration and other aspects of our society. The import of 
the Agranat Report was that it showed that this trait had also 
made Inroads into the army despite blind public confidence that 
this was not so. 

This confidence which was dangerously shaken in the after- 
math of the war seems to have been partially restored due to the 
impressive quantitative rebuilding of the army. The fact that 
our army is largely a reserve army, however, has also meant 
that many reservists are personally aware of the failings which 
the Comptroller has now reported. 

The impact of the report on the public’s confidence in the 
army will depend to no little degree on the direction of the army 
high command's reaction. By continuing to criticize the Comp- 
troller, the army will only undermlT'^&nifidence and create the 
suspicion that little has changed since 1978. 

That such a monstrous suspicion is not necessarily true is less 
important than the uneasy feeling generated among the public 
by the Chief of Staff's campaign with its implications of a 
coverup and a rejection of the principle of civilian oversight of 
the army as carried out by the most responsible and objective 
agency of our civilian establishment. 

The Comptroller’s findings should be taken for what they are 
intended to be — information from outside the sometimes clogg- 
ed formal chain of command on the real condition of the army, 
and a call for urgent remedial action. 

May Day rip off 

AN ELECTION season is perhaps not the best time to consider 
tbe a nn ual problem of May Day. But the hypocrisy of a situation 
in which fewer and fewer people have any emotional feeling for 
what was once a celebration of The Labouring Man. and more 
and more people simply grab tbe opportunity of wangling 
another day away from the job should not escape our attention. 

Moreover, the ambiguity which marks the day only makes 
things worse. If the Government believes that May Day is a holi- 
day for the majority of the populace, it should be declared an of- 
ficial holiday and day of rest. If it does not, it should be treated 
as a regular working day. 

Such clarity, as politically difficult as it may seem, is certain- 
ly to be preferred to a situation in which the Ministry of Educa- 
tion knowingly misleads thousands of parents with an- 
nouncements that the schools will be functioning fully though 
most teachers will be absent.

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WHY "WASTE” one’s vote on 
Shulamit Alonl and her Citizen's 
Rights Movement in an election Is 
which the crucial confrontation 
would seem to be between the “big 
three” or the "big two-snd-a-half” 
and In which It Is getting more and 
mare difficult to distinguish between 
the score of smaller lists and would 
be Ustlets? 

We put the question as bluntly as 
that to Ms. Alonl, MJC, in an inter- 
view in an outdoor cafe In Jerusalem, 
last week. Shulamit Aloni'a reply 
was unabashed: 

"It's because you need me In the 
Knesset as a spokesman for all the 
right causes, one who Is guaranteed 
not to sell out and turn Into a rubber 
stamp for the compromises of coali- 
tion politics. It’s because we have 
proven that we can be an Important 
catalyst In getting the Knesset to 
move on such issues or in torpedoing 
calamitous legislation.” 

Elaborating on this theme, Ms. 
Alonl demurely shifted from the 
"me" to the "us" of the CRM. which 
she heads. There is none of the false 
modesty bit about Shulamit Alonl. 
"I’m a very good lawyer although X 
haven't made any money from It 
since two years after becoming one. 
And I've been a very good Knesset 
MCmber.” 

Which Is the crux of her argument 
in reply to the "wasted vote” thesis. 
The elections, she says, are for the 
Knesset and not for which coalition 
will rule Israel after May. The 
criterion which should guide voters, 
she adds. Is the performance of the 
parties and their MKs is the 
Knesset. 

If one buys this thesis and the 
criteria that go with It. there can be 
little doubt that Shulamit Alonl 
-measures up as one of the best 
Members of Knesset ever. She Is 
idealistic (her friendly critics would 
say, naively so) and extremely 
knowledgeable about all the liber- 
tarian causes which are important to 
Israelis Influenced by Western 
political thought and practice. She 
knows the ins and outs of our local 
version of Byzantine politics. She Is 
self-confident enough (politically 
foolhardy, the friendly critics would 
add. again) to speak up. 
vociferously, In support of the causes 
in which she believes, usually dis- 
regarding political consequence. 

These causes include a Western 
concept of civil and individual rights 
that did little to endear her to the 
Labour Party, which she quit In 1973, 
or to the religious establishment.

which is her particular bete noire. 
She is anathema to the NRP because 
of her fight for women's rights and 
her espousal of civil marriage and 
the breaking of Orthodoxy's 
stranglehold on personal law. 
(Number four on the CRM's list Is 
Rabbi Skirball, one of the few 
Reform Rabbis in Israel.) 

She is anathema to former Prime 
Minister Go Ida Meir, one of whose 
accomplishments in office was tbe 
bumping of Ms. Alonl from & safe 
seat on the Alignment lists in 1968 
and 1973, after her first term In the 
Sixth Knesset. The two women have 
roughly the same regard for each 
other. 

The Labour Party bosses who 
shuddered at Aloni'a demonstrative 
individualism and breaking of party 
discipline during her first term in the 
Knesset were pleased to see her 
downgraded to an unsafe seat In the 
1969 elections. Curiously, the Labour 
boss par exceHence, the late Finance 
Minister Plnhas Sapir, was her 
political patron and promised, futUe- 
ly. to use his influence to overcome 
Go Ida's opposition to giving her a 
safe seat. 

It Is this inexorable opposition 
which created the CRM. In 
September of 1973, just before the 
Yom Kippur War, on the day before 
the parties' lists were to be sub- 
mitted to the Central Elections Com- 
mittee, Alonl discovered that, 
despite Sapir 's support, she had 
again been relegated to the un- 
realistic part of the Alignment’s list. 
In the remaining day or so, she 
managed to recruit a list, sign up 760 
supporters, plunk down the 
necessary deposit and start life as an 
independent party. 

IT WAS believed then that she would 
either just make it Into the Knesset 
or just miss. The war and the bind hi 
which tens of thousands of voters 



found themselves between wishing 
to vote against the Alignment 
because of the bungling In the war 
and blanching from voting for 
Henahem Begin, resulted in the 
CRM's getting three Knesset seats. 

In the ensuing three and a half 
years, she was not invited to join the 
Golda coalition,' although the CRM's 
three votes were badly needed for a 
majority; then she did join the first 
Rabin coalition from which the NRP 
hadbeen excluded, only to leave four 
months later when the NRP was

As a matter of fact, these - 
strikes are major crimes for which 
the whole population has to pay. But 
are those strikers ever punished for 
their crimes? Instead of being 
punished, they are rewarded by an 
increase In salary. 

What is wrong with our laws when 
a brilliant man like Mr. Rabin is 
humiliated and kicked out of office 
while the strikers go home with 
fatter paychecks?

IN WELCOMING the election of 
President Katzir as a foreign Fellow' 
of Britain’s Royal Society, we should 
recall, in the Interests of historical 
accuracy as well as In fairness to the 
memory of another eminent man, 
that he Is not' the first Israeli to be 
admitted to tbe ranks of the world's 
most distinguished association of 
scientists. 

That honour was -bestowed in 1987 
on Saul Adler, the first professor of 
parasitology at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. Born in Russia* but taken to 
England as a child, he automatically 
retained his British nationality until 
his death in 1968, and was therefore 
elected to full fellowship of the Socie- 

The brilliant young Saul Adler 
translated his Zionism Into practice 
in 1924. and joined the staff of the.in- 
fant Hebrew University as an assis- 
tant lecturer. He found time, while 
building up a department of 
parasitology, to translate Darwin's 
"Origin of Species" Into Hebrew, 
and very soon began to make an In- 
ternational reputation with his con- 
tributions to tropical, medicine. 

There are many people in the Mid- 
dle East who have, reason to . be 
grateful to' Adler — the very 
prototype of the absentmluded 
professor — for starting research 
into the disfiguring "Jericho rose." 
But probably his most spectacular 
achievement. In the eye of the 
layman at least, was his , discovery 
that leprosy could he transmitted to • 
an animal, the Syrian hamster.' This 
represented a notable break-through 
in the battle Against one of the 
world's most feared scourges. . 

President Katzir is probably very 
proud to follow in the footsteps of a 
great scientist who was once' his 
teacher arid always his friend.
